How tlio Bedouins Conquer Thirst. 

In an articlu on "Tho Rescue of 
Chineso Gordon," to bo found in tho 
September Century, Goneral U. JO. 
Colston, late of Llio Egyptian General 
Stall', says: "In tho 'Waterless Land, 1 
wntor is tho paramount question. If 
it lm asked how a large body of 
Bedouins liko tho ton thousand who 
nearly destroyed the British squares tU 
Tumai manage to subsist, tho reason 
Is plain. In tho first place, they do 
not need tho enormous trains requirod 
for a European army. They are tho 
most abstemious of men. Each man 
carries a skin of water and a small bag 
of grain, procured by purchase or bar- 
tor from caravans. Tlioir camels and 
goats move with thorn, supplying them 
with milk and meat, and subsisting 
upon tho scanty herbage and tho foli- 
age of tho thorny mimosa, growing in 
secluded wadies. 

Those people could livo upon the in- 
croaso of their Hocks alone, which they 
exchango readily for other commo- 
dities; but being the exclusive carriers 
and guides for all tho travel and com- 
merce that cross their deserts, they 
realize yearly largo amounts of money. 
As to water, they know every nook 
and hollow in the mountains, away- 
from tho trails, where a few barrels of 
water loilect in some shaded ravine, 
and they can scatter, every man for 
himself, to till their water-skins. 

On my first expedition, near the, close 
of tho three years' drought, I readied 
some wells on which I was depending, 
and four.j them entirely dry. It was 
sovoraj days to the next wells. But 
my Bedouin guides knew some natural 
reservoirs in the hills about six miles 
ofl". So they took the water camels at 
night-fall, and came back before day- 
liglit with tho water-skins tilled. An 
invading army would find it hard to 
obtain guides, and oven if they did, 
thoy must keep together, and could 
not leave tho line of march to loot; for 
water. Besides, tho Bedouins, accus- 
tomed from infancy to regard water as 
most precious and rare, U3Q it with 
wonderful economy. Neither man nor 
animal drink more than onco in forty- 
eight hours. 

As to washing, thoy never indulge in 
such wasteful nonsense. When Bed- 
ouins came to my camp, water was al- 
ways offered them. Their answer 
would frequently be: 'No, thanks; I 
drank yesterday.' They know too 
woll the importance of keeping up the 
habit of abstemiousness. No wonder 
thoy can subsist whore invaders would 
quickly perish." 

A Story of the Earthquake. 

An amusing incident, which is much 
laughed at, was the pnnic into which a 
gentleman guest of one of tho hotels 
was thrown. Ho was seated at a table 
near an open window with his wife 
and children. The shock had scarcely 
mado itself felt before he was on his 
feot, pale as a ghost. His tumbler fell 
ovor on his plate, and the chandeliors 
above his head swayed and rocked and 
jingled. Short as the shock of the 
earthquake was, iis rumbling had not 
yot died away before ho had jumped 
out of tho window. lie was not 
injured, the distanco to the ground 
being only a few feet. Fifteen minutes 
afterward ho made his appearance, 
and when askod why he had jumped 
from cut of the window, leaving his 
wifo and children behind, ho coolly re- 
marked: "Well, you soo, I thought I 
was going to bo killed anyhow, and 1 
didnM. want all tho family killed at 
once, so I loft, my wife to caro for tho 
children."— Long Brandt Cor. Balti- 
more Sun.

THE JAMES BA Y LOTS. 

In writing, yesterday, on the Jamos 
Bay lota questions, wo said, what is most 
true, that the government should treat 
the different municipalities alike, just as 
a city council deals impartially with the 
wards of a city. This is the rulo, but of 
course there cannot be exactitude of 
treatment in detail, as no two cases are 
exactly parallel. It has buun alleged, 
lately, that the present government havo 
deviated from this rule to the detriment of 
Victoria. The charge is made that they 
have favored New Westminster city more 
than the city of Victoria, in tho appro- 
priation, or proposed appropriation, of 
portions of Crown property in these 
places. Wo shall moot this charge 
aquaroly by a plain statement of tho facts, 
and leave it for tho honest judgment of 
our readers. For the sake of our own 
city, we are glad to bo able to say that the 
abovo charge cannot bo sustained. Tho 
more Victoria gets, of course the happier 
wo shall be, and wo shall lose no oppor- 
tunity of expressing the words and advo- 
cating the interasta of the people. All 
that we say, now, is, that our own city 
does not appear to suffer on a fair com- 
parison of what tho government have 
done in the above matter, respectively for 
Victoria and for New Westminster. Tho 
two cities, it may be remarked, were 
somewhat differently placed in reference 
to the considerations which mainly led to 
these appropriations of Crown property. 
The oflicial plan of Victoria city makes 
but a small provision for open spaces 
within the limits. The city has easy 
natural approaches for travel and trade. 
In tho city of New Westminister these 
things wore reversod. Tho city had too 
much open space, or too many open 
spaces, and she was, and is, less favor- 
ably placed than Victoria, as regards 
natural means of external communication. 
Those facta caused a desire to grow in 
New Westminster for the reduction of the 
open areas, and for the application of tho 
proceeds of the cut-off portion to the pur- 
pose of connecting the city, if possible, by 
railway with the C. P. R. In order to 
curry out this scheme for the benefit of 
the city, tho corporation of New West- 
minster obtained a private bill from tho 
legislature in its last session. Having ob- 
tained this authorisation, thoy passed a 
Land Sale by law, and havo arranged for 
an auction on the 27th hist. Tho number 
of lots in the advertisements of this auc- 
tion sale may have misled honest persons 
in comparing the areas practically placed 
in the hands of the corporations of the 
too cities. They may havo failed to 
recognize that the cut-oil" portions of Now 
Westminster, which comprise merely the 
wholo of tho additional lots, cannot enter 
into a comparison of what the government 
have appropriated, administratively, to 
Victoria and to Now Westminster, from 
the Crown lots within theso cities. 'J ho 
latter is the roal question, and with that 
wo shall now deal. Tho history of this 
shortly, is as follows: The corporation of 
Now Westminster, naturally influenced as 
all corporations should be, by a desire to 
get all that thoy can, sought to obtain 
from the government a grant of Crown 
lots, in addition to the portions of the 
specially municipal open areas which the 
legislature, as above said, has now author- 
ized them to cut off. They applied, we 
believe, to tho late government, and met 
with a rofusal. They applied, twice, to 
the present government, with the same 
reault. Ultimately, tho present govern- 
ment, having determined to Bell Crown 
lots in New Westminster, reconsidered 
the applications of the corporation, and 
agreed to make a grant to them, but only 
for public purposes (for the reasons stated 
in our article yesterday, regulating the 
actioi&of the government towards all mu- 
nicipalities.) Tho government, however, 
did not grant all that the corporation of 
New Westminster desired. What did 
they grant? They sold 10 -jf the Crown 
lots in that city, and granted three, for 
public purposes, to the corporation. This 
is what tho government havo done in 
New Westminster. 

The further question now is what havo 
the government done in Victoria, where, 
also, they determined to sell some of the 
Crown lots, and have sold 35 of them — 
a sale which, it may be remarked brings 
untaxable property within the rango of 
city taxation! The government, as above 
statod, gave three lots to New Westmins- 
ter city. They have offered to give a 
much larger number to Victoria. They 
havo offered seven lota on tho ahoro of 
James Bay fur an esplanade. They have 
offered, additionally, twelve lots for pub- 
lic gardens. And thoy have agreed to 
make available, in whole or in part for 
city purposes, at a future time, so far as 
their expressed intention can influence 
their successors, a block of 20 lots in the 
southern part of the city. This, plainly, 
is how tho comparison stands. Wo must 
think, the facts would be weakened by 
commut. It is possible that New West- 
minster, on examining the question, com- 
paratively, may think that Victoria has 
been unduly favored. Wo aru not of 
this opinion. Victoria is a larger place, 
the government cannot entirely overlook 
the consideration, that it was partly the 
fault of their predecessors in early days, 
that proper provision was not made for 
open spacos for public recreation and 
health, in the original plan of the city. 



INCORRIGIBLE. 



Our morning contemporary exhibits a 
natural wrath against anybody who says 
a word for tho province This strange 
porversonesB is not easily understood. As 
the American Western naturalist re- 
marked, "tho purpose for which this 
snake was built ia not yet explored." 
Half-headed, muzzy and dozing for the 
most part, it lies coilod up in folds, hut 
on the slightest suggestion that British 
Columbia has any rights or property 
worth defending, it sets up its rattle, 
rears its head and shows every sign of ir- 
ritation. Canada encroaches on our east- 
cm frontier. Let Canada have tho ter- 
ritory. Bother tho Imperial act — a New 
York newspaper contradicts it. Doop 
Canada want two railway belts, each forty 
miles wide, across the province? Lot her 
have them, or all tho land, if she likes; 
nover mind claimants under our own land 
laws. Does Canada say she forgot about 
the precious metals, and now wants them? 
Why not? let hue have them, of course. 
Does tho British Columbian quartz pros- 
pector say that ho has not £500 in his 
pocket after the season, as tho Canadian 
law would require ? Never mind the 
prospector. What does he know of his 
ova wants! If lie has not the cash, lie 



shouldn't go prospecting. Tins is really, 
and without oxaggoratiou, very much 
what our contomporary has been saying 
fora month or two past, in the intervals 
of its habitual stupor, tfow are- wo to 
uccount for this conduct, this exhibition 
of splenetic disloyalty I If notemployed 
by Canada, what objoct can a British 
Columbian jourtlalist havo in assuming an 
attitude of hostility to provincial interests, 
which provokes as much indignation as 
surprise ( If Canada has a journal hero, 
lot tho fact bo avowed. We aro ready to 
interchange sentiments, and discuss freely 
conflicting opinions in a temperate spirit. 
But wo havo little patience with dictator- 
ial assertion, stale evasion and impudent 
experiments on public credulity, pub- 
lished week after week by one who is 
either a venomous apostate or tho tool of 
more dexterous jugglers with the cup and 
balls of politics. There is a sense of pub- 
lic deconey to which men must defer, or 
be a reproach to all that pass by. Dis- 
loyalty to the province should bo rebuked 
by overy social and moral influence. The 
dog that now bitos the people may yet 
bog an oflicial crust from them. Iio will 
then meet tdiarp and mortifying realities. 



IVlcKillicait »v Anderson vs. 
Kcvclcy. 

The following is tho rendering nf judg- 
ment by Sir Matthew Begbio, chief jus- 
tice, in the above case on Friday last. 

October 17th, 1884. 

This case arose on a building contract 
between plaintiffs and defendant dated 
20th Oct., 1SS3. Tho whole difficulty 
seems to have arisen from the too great 
confidence which the parties had in them- 
selves and in each other at the time. 

The plaintiffs are builders, and wero to 
erect for the defendant a house and ap- 
purtenances according to certain plans 
and specifications for $4,300. Two thou- 
sand dollars of this has been paid and it ia 
tho balance, £2,300, in addition to some 
extras, £72, which is now sued for. In 
the original draft contract, tho work was 
to bo "enacted under the superintendence 
and to tho satisfaction of" a well known 
professional architect hero, named in tho 
contract; and tho final balance of the con- 
tract price was to bo paid to the plaintiffs 
"two weeks after tins hotiso and worka 
are completed to the satisfaction of the 
said (architect) and accepted by him." 
But previously to the signature of the 
contract, the plaintiffs and defendant 
agreed to strike out tho name of the archi- 
tect, and insert the name of the defend- 
ant, so that the worics wero, by tile con- 
tract, to he executed under the directions 
and to tho satisfaction of the defendant 
himself, and the last payment was to bo 
made two weeks after he had acceptod tho 
house and works as completed to his own 
satisfaction. The contract time for build- 
ing tho house and works was fixed at the 
15th Deeomber, but the parties do not 
seem to have insistod on that, and tho 
construction continued until Feb., 1884, 
when tho plaintiffs considered it was com- 
pleted. The defendant appears to havo 
very frequently visited the works during 
their progress — the Iioubc being intended 
for tho residence of himself and family — 
and to have made frequent complaints as 
to the materials and mode of construc- 
tion; hut he never interfered summarily 
or decisively as an architect or other per- 
son really superintending the works would 
and should have done. For it seems 
necessary to point out that the utility of 
such superintendence is not merely for tho 
safety of the proprietor, his employer, to 
ensure that he gets his houso properly 
built, it is just as much fox the safety of 
the contractor, and ensures to him that 
his workmen and sub-contractors (for 
whom he alone is responsible^ properly 
carry out their operations. Obviously, 
very slight errors in construction and in 
tho quality of materials which can be 
remidied at little or no expense if pointed 
out at first, and which may easily escape 
tho attention of a handicraftsman or an 
amateur, may afterwards grow into con- 
spicuous blunders, not to bo remedied 
without groat expense and delay. Any 
defect therefore in material, or faulty 
construction, which is intended to be re- 
lied on as a breach of contract, ought to 
be pointed out and a remedy insisted on 
at once, for it may clearly turn out to bo 
inequitable to allow the employer to in- 
sist upon them, and perhaps pull down 
tho greater part of the houso to alter that 
which might, by a timely command, have 
been altered in half an hour, for half a 
dollar. 

The plaintiffs neein to have considered 
their part of the contract completed by the 
first days of February. The defendant, 
however, expressing dissatisfaction with 
several particulars, they sent a workman, 
Stewart, to make such corrections as the 
defendant might require. These, however, 
grew so rapidly in number — all being 
minute in character — that on the 10th or 
17th of February, Stewart was withdrawn, 
and tho plaintiffs intimated that they would 
do no more. Perhaps this step wus partly 
due to a letter of the 15th February, from 
the defendant to the plaintiffs, informing 
them that unless they completed the work 
to his satisfaction by the 23d inst., bo would 
call on some other contractor to do so, and 
deduct tho cost from tho balance in his 
bauds. Tho plaintiffs sent no answer to 
this, except tho writ, which they took out 
on tho 17th JIureli. 

Previously to this, on tho Gth December, 
the defendant bad written to the plaintiffs 
another letter, complaining that some of 
tho lumber was oozing with gum; that thoy 
must remove it, and replace it by proper 
lumber, or that he would do so and charge 
thorn with the cost. Hut ho never acted up 
to this threat. It scorns probable — the 
point does not arise for decision — that he 
would have had a perfect right to do so 
then, when the whole defect could have 
been remedied, in fact, at no expense ex- 
cept half an hour of tho working carpenter's 
time. It by no means follows that ho could 
in February or March call ou the plaintiffs 
to pull down all tho plaster on the side of a 
room to replace a low inches of gummy 
lumber below it. It might oven he said that 
the letter itself showed that the defendant 
know his power, and his remedy, and had 
abandoned it; and that the plaintiffs having 
acted on that abandonment, he cannot now 
resume his former position. 

At the trial there was a great mans of evi- 
dence of defects, 35 or 40 particulars hav- 
ing been specified by tho defendant, one or 
two serious, all tho rest trivial. All, or 
nearly all, however, bad these characteris- 
tics in common. The defects wore not 
purely in general, as would strike the eye 
of an amateur or the handicraftsman, who 
was actually operating; but all would havo 
been at once detected by the skilled super- 
intendent. Gummy lumber, light glass, 
inferior locks, cornice out of plumb, nnduo 
play in tho sashes, plaster laid on before 
lower coat was thoroughly dry, bath top cut 
across tho grain, wainscoat warped, imper- 
fect furring — these and a score of other 
such matters were more obvious at first 
than they aro now, and might havo been 
remedied at first, .some of them renlly at no 
expense whatever to tho contractor— where- 
as now, the least will cost several dollars, 
and one, the roplastering, several hundreds. 

At the close of the plaintiffs' case the 
defendant's counsel asked that n nonsuit 
might be directed, inasmuch as nothing 
can be sued for till it is due and payable, 



and the balance now sued for waa by tho 
contract not payablo until fourteen days 
aftor completion of tho contract ana ac- 
ceptance by Capt. Ilovely of the houso 
and works as finished to his satisfaction, 
whereas ho had rofused, and still refuses, 
to accept tho house, etc., as finished. But 
I thought that tho refusal must bo in tho 
exercise of a reasonable discretion, and 
not a more intimation of defendant's ar- 
bitrary will; that tho queat as whether 
the houso, etc., had beon completed, and 
if so, when, wero for tho jury, and I re- 
served the consideration of tho nonsuit 
until they should givo a verdict. Thoy 
havo by their vordict given to the 
plaintiffs £2,372 damages, and £500 in- 
terest on their claim, and to tho defend- 
ant £100 on his counter-claim. They 
have found that tho house and works wero 
substantially completed according to con- 
tract, i. e. tho whole contract, on the 23d 
February. I am not prepared to disagree 
with this vordict. That was the time, 
therofore, at which, I think, Capt. Rovely 
ought to have accepted tho construction 
from tho contractor, and that was moro 
than fourteen days before the commence- 
ment of the action (on tho 19th Muroh), 
at the oxpiry of which, fourteon days, the 
£2,300 balance is payablo accordingly to 
the contract. It ia quite compatible with 
this opinion to hold that while tho fort- 
night was running, any potty deficits dia- 
covered in the interval (and many petty 
defecta can only be discovered after occu- 
pation) might havo been remedied by the 
defendant himself (if tho plaintiffs re- 
fused) and tho cost retained out of tho 
£2,300, leaving them to sue for tho 
amount, if they thought fit. But looking 
to tho wholo contract, I think that as to 
defecta which tho director of tho works 
waived, while cheaply remediable (e.g., 
the over-hasty plastering) the contractors 
cannot bo now compelled to make them 
good; at all events, not beyond the £100 
which the jury has given to the defend- 
ant, and e. g , thoy cannot bo compelled 
at tho cost of £000 to strip down and re- 
plaster the wholo interior of the house. 
Last January, tho plastering might have 
been quite successfully done at the ex- 
pense of half a hundred weight of ccala, 
or a few days' delay, if the works had 
beon properly directed. But ono of tho 
defendants' own witnesses stated that 
to sot matters right now, would cost £500 
or £000. And this sumo witness, an 
architect, said that if he had been di- 
rector of the works he would have con- 
sidered it hia duty to inspect tho progress 
of the work at least once a week at any 
rate, to have dutectod the errors, if any, 
and tho time to remedy them, and that ho 
would not have allowed tho successive 
coats of piaster to bo laid on aa they 
wero. I am therefore satisfied with the 
general propriety of the verdicts, and as 
there will bo judgment fur the plain- 
tiffs for £2372, on their chum, and for tho 
defendont for £100 on his counterclaim. 
It was argued for tho plaintiffs that the 
defendant could not have judgment on 
his counterclaim, but that the £100 ought, 
to bo deducted from the £2372, and judg- 
ment given for tho plaintiffs on their 
claim for the dllferonco, £2272; giving 
the dofendent nothing on the counter- 
claim; inasmuch as the jury distinctly re- 
fused the defendant damages on account 
of his having been obliged to rent another 
houso, which was said to bo the only 
topic in respect of which hocountorclaiined, 
and had specifically Ptated that they gave 
the £100, to cover tho expense of sundry 
small alterations, and as a sot off against 
interest, £100, which they gavo to plain- 
tiffs. It is true, the jury did ao state in 
answer to my questions; but when tho 
matter was further explained to them they 
amended that, as 1 suggested, and their 
verdict, as actually given, and as I ac- 
ceptod it, was quito goneral, (viz.) £100 
for tho defendant on the counterclaim, 
which is not, as stated in argument, con- 
fined to ono topic -only, but is general, 
for "delays and breach of contract." 
Each of these judgments will carry costs, 
for 1 think a demand by counterclaim is 
eminently to bo excepted from tho opera- 
tion of the rulo at the end of the list of 
fees, (rules 1879) and I shall givo tho 
necessary certificate accordingly. If any 
questions arise as to what costs precisely 
each party can claim that will be consider- 
ed on taxation; but it is to bo hoped that 
no difficulty will be made. I had some 
hesitation about the plaintiffs' costs. The 
imprudent omission of a competent super- 
intendent has certainly, in the reault 
worked moro in their favour than in 
favour of the defendant; but the impru- 
denco waa ' mutual, and it ia not 
alleged that tho omission was solicited or 
suggested by the plaintiffs, but rather, I 
think, was Che suggestion of the defendant 
himself, and ho has saved tho architect's 
commission £215 by the ommission . On 
the whole, therefore, I do not think it a 
case to interfere with the general rulo as 
to costs. Tho defendant will be at liberty 
to sot-off his judgment and taxed costs 
against tho amount of tho plaintiffs' judg- 
ment. 

It is unnecessary to Bay moro than a 
very few words as to interest. The jury 
gave the plaintiffs £100 for interest, leav- 
ing the question to be argued, whether 
any interest whatevor could be given. 
On moving for judgment for the plaintiffs, 
Mr. Wilson, however, vory properly gave 
that up. "Interest," in the pregnant 
words of tho late Air. B. in Gosman's 
case "is only payable by contract or by 
statute." Hero, tho money was not, by 
the written contract, inudo payablo on a 
day certain; nor was any demand in 
writing ever made, giving the defendant 
notice that tho plaintiffs would claim in - 
terest, and ao tho jury havo no power to 
award it. It is therefore not given by 
statute, and not given nor implied in tho 
contract. The notice endoraed on the 
writ is of course useless, within tho 
statute, for tho plaintiffs can only recovor 
on their writ according to tho rights 
which they had when thoir writ is- 
sued. The form of thu writ cannot givo 
them now rights; it may affect their 
remedies. 

There is somo inaccuracy in tho state- 
ment of the total contract prico, which is 
sometimes laid at £4300, at other times 
£4320. I consider £4300 to bo tho amount 
actually proved. If I am wrong, however, 
judgment, tor £2320, etc.

DELAYED DISPATCHES 



EASTERN STATES. 

Montpelikr, (Vt.), Oct. 17. — A bill was 
introduced in tho legislature to-day by tho 
opponents of capital punishment, providing 
for tho execution of murderers by olectrioity, 

New York, Oct. 17.— Tho railroad war in 
passenger rates exhibits no sign of a truce, 
and at the offices of the Baltimore and Ohio 
aud tho West Shore first class tickots for 
Chicago can be bought at £15, for Buffalo 
at £1.05, and for Albany at £1.55. Ticket 
scalpers aro sidling the same at £1-1, £3 and 
§1, respectively. 

Failures for the last sovon days havo been 
218, against 220 last week. 

Tho Northern Pacific Railroad Company 
has applied to tho stock exchange to list 
£025,000 general first mortgage six par 
cent, land grant bonds, issued on twenty- 
live miles of new road. Tho total issue is 
now $17,384,000 on 1895 miles of road. 

Washington, Oct. 17. — General Benjam- 
in Alvord, of the United States Army, retir- 
ed, is dead. 

CALIFORNIA. 
Sax Francisco, Oct. 17. — Now that largo 
numbers of Chinese are going to Mexico, it 
is believed that many of them aro crossing 
into tho United States over the border linos 
of California, Now Mexico and Texas. 
Private letters from Texas to government 
officials state that large numbers of Chinese 
are coming across tho border from Mexico 
daily, having made their way overland from 
tho sen shore. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Oct. 17. — The Times says that 
England has signified to Germany her ac- 
ceptance of tho principles on which the 
African conference shall take place, but has 
not yet formally accepted the invitation to 
be present at the conference. 

A dispatch from Mozambique states that 
an American frigate has arrived there for 
the purposo of settling the bark Sarah Rob- 
ert question. It is thought that an inter- 
national dispute is inevitable. 

IRELAND. 

Qukenstowx, Dot. 17. — Tho Guion Line 
steamer Nevada, Capt. Bremar, from New 
York, Uetober 7th, for Liverpool, arrived 
here at 8:45 this morning. She reports a 
tire on board, and great excitement prevails 
among the passengers. 

12 in.— Instead of proceeding to Liver- 
pool, the Nevada entered this harbor. Her 
cargo has been on lire since Wednesday. 

3 p. m. — Tho Nevada, on entering the 
harbor, had a heavy list to port. It is 
stated that there are ten feet of water in her 
hold. Admiral Luthbridge offered tho ser- 
vices of the crew ol an English gunboat m 
the harbor, but the agents of the steamship 
declined the proffered assistance. No pas- 
sengers have yet been landed.

THE MAV.iL SHAM FIGHT, 



Programme of the Manoeuvres 

On Tuesday, the 21st instant, weather 
permitting, nmuo interesting mannjuvrea 
will be carried out at Beacon Hill with 
tho forcoa from the squadron now tit 
Esquimalt combined with tlio British 
Columbia Garrison Artillery. 

Tho fort on Beacon Hill will be nccu - 
pied by tho Artillery who will bo joined 
at about half past nine o'clock by dolach- 
menU of bluejackets and murines from 
H. M. S. Satellite, ami a detachment of 
bluojuckots from 11. 31 S. Mutine. 

The attacking force will be composed of 
bluojucketfl and marines of the Swiftsure, 
supported by four lield f^iins of that ship, 
and this force will leave Efquimalt at half 
past nine o'clock in boats in tow of H. M. 
S. Mutine. 

At 10 o'clock the Mutino will open fire 
with hor guns on the fort, which will re- 
turn tho tiro, tho attacking force in tho 
meanwhile landing on tho beach and ad- 
vancing through the wood on tho fort. 

The defenders of tho fort, after their 
guns are silenced, will relire in the direc- 
tion of the Park Hotel, making a stand at 
the edge of tho raco track. Tho attacking 
force will follow up their retreat in skir- 
mishing order, and, on the defenders leav- 
ing their temporary position And falling 
back on tho hotel, tho attacking force will 
continue to advance until the "cease lire" 
is sounded. The combined forces will 
then assemble and stand easy. 

Further field manoeuvres will subse- 
quently bo gono through: — Bayonet ex- 
erciso by the marines, and the cutlass drill 
by tho bluejackets. 

Tho attacking forco will be commanded 
by Captain tho Hon. T. S. Brand of the 
Swiftsure, and the defenders by Lieut. 
Jones, Royal Navy, of H. M. S. Satellite. 

Admiral Lyons with his staff will bo on 
the ground.

The Alberni Settlement. 

Mr. W. M. Halponny, tho government 
guido, left Victoria on Wednesday the 1st 
inst., in company with Messrs. Thomas 
Lewis, Bunj. Macpherson and James Hul- 
burt. The party loft Nanaimo and went 
by way of Qualicum, and found tho new 
trail well cut out, with tho exception that 
the underbrush was left, and for parties 
on foot it is very uncomfortable, they get- 
ting thoroughly wot by it. For those on 
horseback the trail is in first race condi- 
tion. Tho party arrived at Mr. P. Morry- 
fields, Alberni, on Saturday night, whore 
they were hospitably entertained by that 
gentleman. Mr. Merry field is about to 
erect a one story and a half sikod log 
house. 

On Monday tho party traveled ovor the 
south east end of tho valley and found 
some good land, which they located, and 
intended making further search; but this 
was rendered impossible on account of it 
raining incessantly for tho next eight days, 
an unusual occurrence in Alberni. This 
might cause some to think that the valley 
would bo submerged, but the laud lies 
sloping to tho sea, and it was noticed that 
all the water that foil kept moving into 
the larger crooks and from thence toward 
tho soa. Mr. Lawson, who is in charge 
of construction on tho trunk road of Al- 
berni valley is progressing well with tho 
work, having completed about six miles, 
notwithstanding the unfavorable weather. 
Tho road will bo built as far as Mr. Ken- 
neth Mackenzie's farm, which is the fur- 
thest up tho valley. Mr. Mackenzie has 
built, a good log hoine and added other 
improvements to his place Mr. W. Ster- 
ling has about finished the building of his 
house, and is preparing to clean up his 
location . 

J. C. Mollet, Esq , J. P., has had his 
laud surveyed and recently moved into, 
his now house, tho best constructed in 
Alberni valley. Mr. Mullet is generous in 
his hospitality, and is always ready to as- 
sist those who tire searching fur loca- 
tions. 

Mr. W. P. Say ward's cannery is in a 
llouriahing condition, there being a big 
run of salmon just as the party left which 
it is expected will keen thorn busy for the 
next six weeks. An Indian took out. over 
five hundred in four hours in Uchuoklets 
river, all tine salmon. 

Mr. Halponny brought about '_T> letters 
from the settlors this trip, from which it 
would seem that mail communication is 
almost a necessity with the district. 

Tho throu gentlemen who have located 
will return soon with provisions ami im- 
plements and commence work on their lo- 
cations. 



The Late Dr. MacLeod. 

The remains of tho lato Dr. Archibald 
MacLeod, of New Westminster were 
bronght down on tho Princeo Louiso yes- 
terday, and will bo forwarded to Charlotte- 
town, P.E.I. , his native place for burial. 
At New Westminster tho Seymour Gar- 
rison Artillery headed by tho Hyack 
band, escorted tho cortege to the boat, 
and ovor o00 pooplo joined in the proces- 
sion. 

The Columbian of yesterday says: "Ton 
days ago this young man was full of life 
and vigor, and had as fair a prospect of a 
long and prosperous career as any one, 
perhaps, who will ruad this item. Ho was 
taken ill suddenly, with inflammation of 
tho bowels, took cold at a critical period, 
and died on Wednesday night. Dr Mac- 
Leod was born on tho Hith February, 
1859, at Orwell, Prince Edward Island, 
lie is tlio fifth son of Capt . Alexander 
Macijood, of H. M. surveying steamer 
Gulnare. He studied at Prince of Wales 
Collego, Charlottotow n, and Mel! ill Uni- 
versity, Montreal, where he graduiuud in 
arts and medicino, and afterwards com- 
pleted his medical studies at tho Now 
York Polyclinic. Ho was a brilliant stu- 
dent, showing great judgment and skill as 
a physician, and had before him a most 
promising career. He came to British 
Columbia in August of last year, and be- 
gun the practice of his profession in this 
city, where ho has been very successful. 
Dr. MacLeod was of a retiring disposition 
and made a great many warm friends. 
\Y*u need hardly say that during his brief 
illness ho received every possible care and 
attention from his medical attendant (Dr. 
MacSwuin) and many friends. Ho loaves 
thor, mother and 5 brothers.

A Hough Passage. 

The bark Wildwood (if Boston, Capt. 
Sawyer, which arrived Thursday night in 
the Royal Roads, and is now lying at 
Welch, Rithet iV Co.'s wharf, had an ex- 
ceedingly adverse passage, having been 
fifty-seven days from Hongkong to Vic- 
toria. Tho bark left on Tuesday, tho 19th 
August, at 9:30, and on the following 
Thursday encountered a heavy northeast 
gale, during which Antoino Toberio, a 
native of the Phillipiuo Islands, fell from 
tho main-topsail yard to the deck and was 
killed. They arrived at Hakodate on tho 
11 th September, and during tho passage 
from Hongkong experienced nothing but 
storms and calms, and the end of a ty- 
phoon struck them, which end tho captain 
can't, say, but was glad to get out of its 
track. After remaining at th is port two 
days, they started for Victoria, arriving 
here on Thursday last. During the en tiro 
passage head winds prevailed, and the 
weather seemed to have a lit of "sheer 
cussedueas." They were beating about 
in the straits a week, and after many taeks 
on contrary winds at last anchored safely 
in Royal Roads. Capt. Sawyer is a tmtivu 
of Massachusetts, and has followed the 
sea from his youth, and is well worthy to 
be tho commander of the staunch craft 
that he sails. He was accompanied on 
this trip by his wife, who is a very 
pleasant little woman. The captain has 
on board two little Japanese pugs, pretty 
little creatures, who no doubt would bo 
the delight of some of our pug-loving 
ladies. The Wildwood, after discharging 
cargo here, will proceed to Tscoma, whore 
she will load lumber for Hongkong.

This 
morning smoke was seen issuing from tho 
place and immediately after flumes burst 
forth. Tho firo was extinguished before 
it spread to adjoining buildings, but the 
inflammable scenery waa totally destroyed.

The 
engine was turned completely over and the 
express car jumped ovor it and the bug- 
gage and smoking cars piled on top.

Ladd, $8,000, insured 
for §7,000; Ed. Hickenhott, §5,000; S.

§ti00, covered by insurance; Sylvester, 
Moye & Co. , §4,000, well insured. The 
Avon Theatre caught firo and two lines of 
hose wero run into it and tho firo put out 
without gaining much headway, bill tho 
theatre is damaged by water to the extent 
of about §10,000. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Pktersdceo, Oct. IS.— Six ollicers of 
the urmy wero sentenced to death early in 
the week for political offences. Thoy were 
executed to-day at tho St. Petersburg cita- 
del. Besides them there wore two women 



who paid the death penalty. One was Mad. 
Walkeustein, the other Mary Fegnon, tho 
daughter of a priest.

FRANCE. 
Paris, Oct. IS. — Iu tho chamber of dep- 
uties to-day tho Marquis Doltoyers interpo- 
lated tho government regarding tho 
economic crisis. Ho demanded the same 
protection for tho agricultural as for the 
manufacturing industry. Ferry replied 
that the government were equally solicitous 
for both industries. The truth of this posi- 
tion, he declared, was shown by the pro- 
posed increase of the tariff on cereals, Ho 
thought tho present time, however, inop- 
portune for discussing this subject, and 
therefore moved that tho order of the day 
bo pure and simple. Adopted; 201) to 171).

Montkkai., Oct. 18.— The Canadin Pa- 
cific railway has just concluded a contract 
with tho Luckawaua I run and Coal Uo., of 
Scranton, Pa.,- for 10,000 tons of rails, 
steel, at §25 50 per ton at mills, or deliver- 
ed to any Canadian port, or in New York, 
for $20 50. It is believed this is the first 
time an American company have been suc- 
cessful iu competition with English manu- 
facturers for steel rails delivered in Canada. 
The reason given by the assistant general 
manager of the Canadian Pacific railway is 
that the American price is about two dollars 
per ton cheaper, owing to present competi- 
tion among manufacturers there. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Oct. 18. — The government has 
decided to expend a million pounds on its 
fortifications at Signaporo and Hongkong.

WOMAN'S KINGDOM. 

FOR AND' ABOUT WOMEN- 

In some of tho Grand street dry 
goods over 500 young girls and women 
aro employed. Their hours of labor are 
usually from S a. M. till C. P. m., except 
on Saturdays, when they remain on 
duty till 9 o'clock. They aro allowed 
an hour for lunch about noon time. 
All day long the} are busy as bees 
either waiting on customers or keeping 
their departments trim and tidy. 

"What do you receive for your 
week's work?" was asked of a bright 
young sales- woman in one of these 
establishments. 

"I ought to get §7, but I won't, bo- 
cause I was a quarter of an hour late 
two mornings. I'll be fined 50 
cents." 

"What do you pay for your board?" 

"Four dollars." 

"And for your lunch?" 

"Nothing. I bring a sandwich, a 
piece of pio and a flask of tea with me. " 

"And for car fare?" 

"Nothing. It's healthier to walk." 

"For your laundry bill?" 

"I do my own laundry work on the 
morning of my day oft". That's Sunday. 
In tho evening I'll fix myself up and 
attend a party at a friend's house. 
They'll have singing, and music, and 
dancing and a jolly good time. 

"Then you'll save money this week?" 

"I'll salt down $2 toward tho fund 
I'm raising to buy a silk dress, and I'll 
put tho remaning 50 cents in my 
pocket-book for an emergency fund. 
I'm not so badly oil', you see, and with- 
in a month my salary will be raised to 
§8 a week." 

"No place of amusement this week?" 

"Edward lias taken me to hear the 
English Oepra Company in Fra\Diavolo. 
He takes me out every Wednesday 
night." 

"Our own importation, madam §2- 
75 a yard." 

She adresscd a customer, decked 
with diamonds and clad in costly rai- 
ment, who had alighted from a carri- 
age, and rattled oil" as merrily to dilate 
on the merits of the goods as though 
thought of care or troubles never en- 
tered her soul. 

All sorts of reforms' are prepetually 
being preached with regard to dress, 
but I cannot say that I think they have 
a happy effect at all. Women will wear 
neither Turkish trousers nor divided 
skirts, though a few are not unmindful 
of the merits Knickerbocker trousers 
and gaiters under short woolen skirts 
for Scotland and elsewhere. Short 
skirts for hard country wear are certain- 
ly to bo commended — Short enough to 
keep them well out of the mud and al- 
low freedom of motion to the limbs — 
more becoming more healthy than
